Claims 1, 11 and 12 

The invention that is set forth in claims 1, 11 and 
12 lacks novelty in the light of any of the inventions 
that are disclosed in documents 1 to 5 cited in the 
international search report . Documents 1 to 5 all disclose 
concealed knitted/woven slide fasteners that are equipped 
with a plurality of fixing threads for fixing the fastener 
element to the fastener element mounting part, wherein the 
plurality of fixing threads are knitted or woven to said 
mounting part . 
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Furthermore, it would be obvious to a person skilled 
in the art to configure the dimensions of the covered 
portions of . each element and the dimensions of the 
uncovered portions of each element with consideration of 
the mounting strength, the spacing and the like. 

Claims 2 and 9 

The feature of configuring so that the thickness of 
the fixing threads is greater than the thickness of the 
other threads which constitute the fastener tape is 
disclosed in document 6 cited in the international search 
report . 

Consequently, the invention that is set forth in 
claims 2 and 9 does not involve an inventive step in the 
light of document 6 and any of documents 1 to 5 cited in 
the international search report. 

Claims 6 and 10 

The feature wherein the threads which constitute the 
element mounting portion of the fastener tape exhibit a 
dry thermal contraction coefficient of 10-30%, while the 
threads that constitute the main body part of the fastener 
tape exhibit a dry thermal contraction coefficient of 3- 
10% is disclosed in document 6 cited in the international 
search report . 

Consequently, the invention that is set forth in 
claims 6 and 10 does not involve an inventive step in the 
light of document 6 and any of documents 1 to 5 cited in 
the international search report. 

Claims 3 to 5, 7 and 8 

The invention that is set forth in claims 3 to 5, 7 
and 8 is novel and involves an inventive step in relation 
to the documents that are cited in the international 
search report . 
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
